The Germans 
just now are not exactly retiring 
‘voluntarily ’’—nobody in war ever 
does quite that.  But—as actual 
armies—they are not being ‘‘ driven” 
back. Rearguards—stsong rearguards, , 
frequently—are being hustled, an 
considerable numbers and 
material. Units of Russian horse cavalry 
with plenty of light artillery and, 
machine-guns, are riding round them 
and isolating units. And—since the 
Germans are falling back—all this has 
the outward appearance of a German 
defeat. 

But this is not to say that the 
Russians are equal to forcing a planned 
and fortified position-system adequately 
manned by troops of the technical 
skill and first-class armament of the 
Germans.

NON-STOP ATTACKS 


Genera! Fedyurinsky, commander of | 


a Red Army group in the Volkhov 
River area south-east of Leningrad, is 
launching non-stop attacks against the

KUIBYSHEV, Friday.—Latest re-

“The Red Army advances vic-

STORE CATTLE EXPORTS 


PROHIBITED FROM 
MONDAY NEXT 


On and from Monday next, and until 
further notice, the export of store 
cattle to Britain and Northern Ireland 
will be prohibited, says an announce- 
ment from the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Only fat cattle for immediate 
slaughter, milch cows and springers 
will be permitted for export. 

The communication adds that, as 
there will be no increase for at least 
three months in the prices to be paid 
by the British Ministry of Food for fat 
cattle, exporters are urged to arrange 
for the immediate shipment as “ fats ” 
of all surplus cattle which are fit for 
slaughter. 

The purpose, as an official of the 
Department explained to an /rish Times 
representative, is to net as many as 
possible of the cattle out of the 
country before they deteriorate.

Your directors are in com- 
munication with the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, as wel] as with the respective 
Government Departments, in this 
matter, and if it should eventually be 
found that there is a liability, this will 
be taken care of under your company’s 
manufacturing licence, and not 
affect the year’s profits. 
The excess corporation ts tax is 
ly arranged for the purpose of 
preventing any corporation from making 
excessive profits out of the war. Your 
company’s ts are limited in the 
cement manufacturing licence, as I in- 
dicated in my speech last year. It 
seems, therefore, hardly equitable that 
your company’s profits should be 
further curtailed by the imposition of 
a profit standard which has no relation 
whatsoever to the Profits that we are 
permitted to earn under our licence, 
and which form the basis for our very 
existence. Your directors are hope- 
ful, however, that the Government 
departments concerned appreciate this 
fact. 

From the directors’ report you will 
notice that, with the amount carried 
forward, there is available £45,286 for 
distribution. Out of this has already 
been paid the dividend on the 6} per 
Cent. Cumulative Preference shares for 
the year, amounting to £8,450, leaving 
an available balance of £36,836. 

Your directors now recommend the 
payment of a dividend of 8 per cent.

tax, absorbing £20,800, and the writi 
off of the preliminary expenses, £5,819, 
leaving a balance to be carried forward 
of £10,217. 3
